THE MAORIS HAVE ADOPTED THE 
| WHITE MAN'S \.AYS. 


Le Aborigines of New Zealand Are 
Among the Few Races That Have 
Been Able to Change Sheir Entire 
Mode ot Lite In Such » Way as to 
Compete With the White Invaders 
—Run Huge Sheep Farms. | 


Something over seventy-five -years 
; & 4, @ wild, cannibal, Maori . chiet, 
named Pomarg, sailed out of Welling- 
ton harbor with as choice and blood- 
tuirsty a band of naked savages as 
you could ever itmagine. They headed 
for the Chathani Islands. about 500 
miles away, where lived their pros- 
perous and equally cannibal enemies, 
the Morioris. 


The Maori conquistadors carried. 
shotguns; the islanders hud nothing 
but their bows and arrowe and a4 
rather inferior kind of spears. History 
is not very accurate about the details 
of this obscura, but ferocious. war. 


But the Morioris were so badly deci- 


invaders literally ate them out of ‘ex- 
istence. The veteran Pomare, mat 
garbed and savage like the rest, pre- 
sided at the cannibal orgie.. 

That was no uncommon instance in 
Maori warfare a short three-quarters 


of a century ago. To-day the Maoris 


vote and hold Jand in New Zealand ° 


side by side with white men. In some 
ways, Maori lawyers, Maori doctors, 
atd Maori ministers of religion have 
more of the graces of civilization than 
their white neighbors. In the sense 
that it is known in America, and that 
Englishmen are coming to know it in 
South Africa, there is no race 
in this country at all. 
day King George 
in his honors list. 

The Maoris are noteworthy amon 
all the primitive nations of the .worl 
for having taken the graces of the 
white man’s civilization and left the 
vices alone.

cal Officer among his people.

A resumption 
lof work at the numerous coal 
mines and the progressiveness 
which was once so vividly 
evident throughout the Pass 
are anxiously hoped for. __ 

While many of the mines are 
still closed and business at those 
towns has become somewhat 
paralyzed some of the towns 
are booming and the strike has 
not more than slightly affeeted 
them.

At the Davenport Company's 
mine at Burmis theve are forty 
men working and the daily 
output of coal at that camp is 
over one hundred tons, 

The mines at Passburg and 
Police Flats, which are owned 
by the Leitch Callieries, are 
working fullswing. There are at 
present one hundred andtwenty- 
five men working at these mines 
and they are shipping between 
two hundred and three hundred 
tons of coal per day. In an in- 
terview which we had with Mi 
Hamilton, the general manager 
of the Leitch Collieries, Ltd, 
the genial manager expressed 
himself as being highly pleased 
with the present condition 
of things and he told us that he 
considered the strike about 
atanend, Mr. Hamilton stated 
that he could get all the 
men required, that more miners 
would be taken on shortly and 
that the outlook for the future 
was very promising. 

The mines at Coleman, Lille, 
Hillcrest, Bellevue and Maple 
Leaf are not working on such a 
large scale as those referred to|* 
above, in fact some of them are 
doing practically nothing, while 
others are mining a little coal 
and making small shipments.
